An Important Discovery Made on 
the Canadian Border. 


Precious Stones Sent to the United States 
Secreted on “Red Antwerp” Carriers. 


OapENssure, N. Y., October 2.—Capt 
Donohue, the Customs Officer at this point, 
has just unearthed the most extensi¥ 

scheme of smuggling that has ever beén. 
brought to the notice of the Government au- 
thorities. The discovery was purely atci- 
dental, but the thorough manner in which 
the details of the case were afterwards fer- 
reted out reflects great credit upon ‘the 
Federal officers. On Wednesday afternoon, 
September 5, J. H. Clavering, a young 
farmer living near Rensselaer Falls, some 
eighteen miles from this city, brought into 
Capt. Donohue’s office a small package of 
diamonds secured in a _ quill. He also 
brought with him a pigeon filled with bird 
shot. The diamonds and the pigeon he laid 
upon the Captain’s desk and explained that 
he had sbot the bird that morning. On ex- 
amining his prize the young man found at- 
tached to the left Jeg a small roll securely 
tied with silk. Investigation showed this to

the birds fly very high and in a straight line 
home, the chances of. being shot. were ex- 
ceedingly small. 
It is estimated that the total amount smug- 
gled is between $700,000 and $800,000, and 
the loss to the Government at 10 per cent of 
this amount—the present duty on diamonds, 
The three lots of stones captured are esti- 
mated to be worth $1,100. They will be 
turned into the Treasury under the title, 
“Contiscated as contraband.”’

On 
every article of consumption in his family the 
poorest citizen is called upon to pay a heavy tax, 
The millionaire who owns millions of personal 
property; the rich speculator who locks up his 
money and his securities in a safe-ceposit vault: 
the bank, insurance and railroad president who 
enjoys a salary of $40,000 or $50,000 a year, pay no 
tax on all their Weaith. They contribute to the 
support of the Government only in the same pro- 
portion as the day laborer contributes, on the 
taxable articles they consume. 

The Democratic platform ought to have de- 
clared plainly for a tax on large incomes and large 
inheritances—a tax that would reach the wealthy 
and lighten the burdens of the poor, 

The platform ought to have denounced in em- 
phatic language the growing power of great cor- 
porations which threaten to overthrow republie- 
an institutions by purchasing elections, by 
taking mortgages on administrations, by bribing 
legislators, by retaining public officers and by 
placing their bired advocates on the Supreme 
Court Bench.

The convention was called to order by 
GOV. PHELPS, 

who spoke for some time upon the objects of 
the convention, which were to invite public 
attention to the question of taxation, and to 
bring together ail those who believed in 
changing the system of taxation, as well as 
those who believed in free trade and interna| 
taxation. It was not proposed to put candi- 
dates in the field or to organize a new party, 
but it was proposed to bring about in the 
parties to which the delegates belonged a 
spirit which should endeavor to reform the 
present system of taxation. Ihe speaker 
gave the history of sab sa saying that 
the system was adopted only as a temporary 
measure in the first place, The Whig party 
taught that protection was ephemeral, but it 
had not proved so. It existed still, and still 
the cry was ‘“‘only a few years longer.” ‘The 

system had gone on long enough, and a strong 
a ort should be made to put an end to it. 
He spoke of our redundant treasury, and of 
the question of what om be done with 
the rapidly increasing treasure. The Demo- 
crats of Pennsylvania were protectionists. 
There was no doubt about it. While me 
Democrats three years ago declared for 
tariff for revenue only, the speaker udpreed 
} it, and he endorsed it now, but the question 
Was never a matter of discussion. Gov. 
Phelps urged that the tariff be made an issue 
in the next campaign. It haa been made an 
issue before and could be again. He depre- 
cated fact that. the tariff had been low- 
ered on tobacco and other luxuries to the 
detriment of coffee, tea, and other necessi- 
ties. He asked why especial favor should be 
extended to the planters of the Sandwich 
Islands, whose sugar and molasses came into 
this country duty free in accordance with a 
treaty. If free trade was good in that case, 
why not in ether cases? The speaker read 
to show that 42 percent had been assessed 
on dutiable goods last year, Then he 
detailed the assage of the good

A Desperate Struggle.

The Base Ball Park Case. 

Circuit Judge Lubke, this morning, handed 
down a decision in the case of John A. Dunn 
vs. George C. Miller’s heirs and Augustus 
Solari.

ONLY A TRUSTER. 


The Decision in the Case Involving 
Archbishop Purcell’s Property. 

CINCINNATI, O., October 2.—In the District 
Court of Hamilton County, Judges Fayette 
Smith, F. W. Moore and Robert A. Johnson 
sitting, a decision was delivered yesterday 
afternoon in the Archbishop Purcell case, in 
which an order of sale was asked of the late 
prelate’s property for the benefit of his cred- 
itors. On March 10, 1879, John B. Mannix 
was appointed assignee of Archbishop 
and Father Purcell. The prelate’s liabili- 
ties amounted to $4,000,000, and there were 
for assets 150 pieces of prqperty scattered 
in several counties of Ohio. These cunsist- 
ed of churches,gschqgols, ceineteries, etc..3the 
preperty of at jJeast 100 Catholic congrega- 
tions which the Archbishop held in trust. 
Pureell’s individual preperty was sold and 
realized very little. The sale of the other 
property was resisted by the ontey and 
their congregations, who said to the as- 
signee: “‘You can take what was John B. 
Pureell’s property, but you shall not lay 
hands on what he heldin trust.” This was 
the point involved in the litigation. 

THE COURT FOUND 

in the oe) f the churches, though the title

His mounting of The “Merchant of 
Venice” was amaply marvelous. In the first 
scene you saw the bay in thecenter and 
the square of St. Mark in the distance. ‘The 
stage was alive with people. There 
were porters bending under the heavy loads, 
and pleasure parties, and little boys playing 
in the street, all to perfection. The dresses 
of the parties looked as worn and as natural 
The little boys with the bare 
legs, tanned by the sun, were just what thev 
ought to be. All the vast array of supers 
had been drilled to perfection. Actually 
it was aye minutes before any of 
the characters came on, yet you did 
not séem to feel the time at aill. 
In fact, everybody on the stage was acting. 
He sits the court scene in the same play very 
peculiarly. There are two divisions on the 
stage—one for thecourt and one for the 
spectators. The Duke sits tothe right of 
the audience. in front of him is the table for 
the learned jurists. Back of this is a galiery, 
where the people sit and listen to the trial. 
Here every phase of characteris depicted. 
You see the blacksmith, with his big, 
brawny arms, leaning seve, ? over the rail- 
ing, evidently in sympathy with the Christ- 
ian merchant. Next you perceive the tailor, 
the butcher with his apron, the baker and all 
classes. Inthe corner of this gallery are 
three miserable looking Jews. ‘They are evi- 
dently cowed down and trembling, but they 
find spirit enough to applaud every strong 
point made by Shylock orin his favor. Every 
one of these supernumeraries is a perfect 

icture, and the effect of the whole is grand.

The Rain Interferes with the WMWire- 
works—The Illuminations. 

The weather cierk interposed an objection, 
last evening, and the first attempt ata gen- 
eral illumination for carnival week was &@ 
partial failure. The streets at 6 o’clock were 
crowded with people. Jt was evident that 
there were more strangers in town than were 
ever seen on the first day of Fair week be- 
fore. At that hour the trorch-bearers began 
their work, and haifan hour later the grand 
display on Fourth, Fifth and Olive streets 
was allablaze, There were many improve- 
ments in the mannerin which the lights 
were arranged, and all of them were favor- 
ably commented upon. 

The big arch in the form of a crown at the 
Junction of Olive and Fourth streets, was 4 
new idea, and it presented a handsome ap- 
pearance. Olive street was ss well lighted 
that acquaintances’ had no trouble distin- 
guishing each other on opposite pavements. 
By 7 p. m. the streets were almost uncom- 
fortab!v crowded, and the street iliumin&tions 
were voted a success by all, and there had 
been only one hiteh and the row of lights 
extending across Fifth street, from Washing- 
ton to Franklin avenue had been 
arranged to light by

Most of them were brilliant with 
colored lights and electricity and the general 
effect was very good. The illumination will 
begin at 6 p. m. this evening and will last as

‘In the Hoblitzelle Suit it is Contended it Can 
—Some New and Novel Arguments Against 
the Supremacy of the Schema and Charter. 


In the case between the Mayor and Re- 
corder of Voters Hoblitzelle on the question 
of who shall appoint the judges and clerks 
of election, an important issue is as to 
whether the Scheme and Charter is superior 
to the Legislature or vice versa. On this 
subject Mr. John M. Glover, attorney for the 
defendant, has submitted some novel and 
powerful arguments in faver of the power of 
the Legislature to override the Scheme and 
Charter. Following isa synopsis of the ar- 


guments ; 

Mr. Bell contended that the section 20 of article 
9 of the constitution which says the charter 
“may be amendea at intervals of not less than two 
years by the qualified voters of the city at a gen- 
eral or special election,”. was* exclusive of any 
other made amendment. In reply Mr, Glover 
laid down breadly the proposition that the Legis- 
lature had unlimited power over the city of st, 
Louis reserved by the constitution itself in sec- 
tion 25 of the same articie. “in fact,” he said, 
“the Lecisiature could pass a law saying ‘bo 
city of over 100,000 inhabitants shall have a spe- 
cial charter,’ and the charter of the city 
of St. Louis wonild be legaily and constitutionally 
obliterated. Realiy, he said, the Legislature in 
1877 turned the flank of the constitu- 
tional convention which adjourned in 1875. 
The latter, perhaps, intended to protect the city 
against legislation which affected it atone, But 
in article 9, section 7, it says, “the power of each 
of the classes of cities,” as hereafter classified 
by the Legislature, “shal! be defined by a general! 
law’ —that is, a law defining 1n any respect the 

owers of cities of the first class,1s a general 
aw. “Now,” said Mr, Glover, “an en- 
actment that no city of the first class shall 
have aspecial charier would bea general law. 
You see the Census Commissioner evidently sup- 
posed that for instance St. Louis, Kansas Cily 
and St. Joseph would be in one class, But ‘after 
they adjourned the Legislature quietly put St. 
Louis in a class byitself. ~“Itis of ho use,” said 
he, “for the people of St. Louis to imitate the silly 
pird of the desert, which hides its head: in the 
sand. Their charter rests for its existence in the 
hollow of the State’s band aod they night as well 
realize it.” 

THB CONSTITUTION OF MISSOURLS, 
article 9, section 20, provides for the board of free- 
holders. “And the government of the city thus en- 
larged by a charier in harmony with and subject 
to the constitution AND LAWS of Missouri, which 
shall, among other things,” ete. 

“Sec, 23. Such charter and amendments shall 
always bein harmony with and subject to the 
coustitution AND LAWS of Missouri, except only, 
that provision may be nade for the graduation of 
the rate of tax:tion for city purposes and Lhe pro- 
visions of the ciiy which are addea thereto by the 
proposed enlargement of its boundaries, etc. 

“lo ali other respects it shail be subjeet to the 
laws, to-wit: the Jegisi:tion of the General As- 
smebly: the future, not the past legislation, for 
the special grant in the charter overrides and re- 
peals all past legisiation inconsistent with it.” 

gut this very clause has been judicially con- 
Btrued. 

Where a town was by its charter of incorpora- 
tion auihorized to make all such ordinances as 
should De consistent with the econsiitution and 
laws of the State, and passed an ordinance of 
that character, it Was held that a subsequent gen- 
eral statute, passed by the Legisiature, might 
constitutionally annul such ordinance. 4 Ohio 
(Hanim) 427.

Mr. Adams; Section 4 says that “such charter 
and amendments shall always be in harmony with 
the Constitution and laws of Missouri.” The 
fourth section would answer the purpose, but my 
new section would undoubtedly cover the point. 

Mr. Gantt—The member from Carroll mistakes 
in saying this is a constitutional charter. It is no 
such thing. There is only the power given to 4 
certain instrumentality to frame a charter: other- 
wise this power would be in the hands of another 
instrumentality; that 1s to say, the General 
Assembly, to framethe charter.. One is no more 
a constitutional charter than the other. Both are 
made under the Constitution and in subordination 
to 1, but the charter of St. Louis, as thus made, 
vaill have to be made also in subordination to the 
goneral laws of Missouri. I think that amend- 
ment for which he asks isabout as superfluous as 
if it were that the laws of gravitation should not 
be suspended in the State. 

MR. BROADHEAD SAID: 

“Oertainly | con’t want the City of St. Louts to 
be exempted from the control of the General As- 
sembiy of the State of Missouri in reference to 
any matter of legislation, whether it be in regard 
Lo its own police or the collection of its own rev- 
enue, any more than any other city or apy county 
of the State of Missouri is exempted from the con- 
trol of the General Assembly. The good that we 
expect to derive from this proposition is that the 
wople haviug peculiar interests and veing pecu- 
larly situated, having a large city, require legis- 
laliou—require local legislation. Every man who 
knows anything about a large city, must Know it re- 
quifes specia! legisiation,that they may have an op- 
portunity of framing @ government for themselves 
in the beginning, instead of coming to the Gen- 
eral Assembly and asking the General Assembly 
to framea government for them. This is the 
origin of ali city charters; instead of beginning at 
Jefferson City, it begins at the other end. It be- 
gins with the people themselves. They frame 
their own charter subordinate to the constitution, 
subordinate to the jaws of the State, subordinate 
to the future laws of the General Assembly. In 
reference to every matter that may be a subject of 
tegislation, I don’t care what itis, and I for one 
wvuld not be willingto deprive the General Assem- 
bly of this power as-a citizen of St, Louis, because 
I want to be a citizen of the State of Missouri at 
tne same time. And I don’t know when it may come 
that I may be in the minority and it may be neces- 
sary to appeal to the General Assembly of the 
State ot Missouri, iu which State I feel a ae 
interest, and pecuniarily as large interest as 
have in the city of St. Louis.” 

MR. SPAUNHORST SAID: 

“We do not propose to be exempt from any gen- 
eral law that may be passed in this State. I hope 
that members of this convention will concede to 
the St. Louis delegation so much common sense 
at least that they know better than to make any 
attempt in that direction.” 

MI. GOTTSCHALK SAID: 

“The very scheme provides that the character 
and amendments shall always be in harmony with 
the Coustitution of the State of Missouri and the 
laws of Missouri, except only that provision may 
be made forthe graduation of taxes. It is sub- 
ject to the general provision. I have read that 
the General Assembly shall have power at any 
Lime to pass general laws for the purpose of reg- 
ulating cities and so on, These general laws are 
in the entire control of the future General As- 
sembiies to grant or take away powers; they 
may amend or repeal, change or alter, but only 
by general law, which, I take it, in this instance, 
will hardly amount to anything, beeause they will 
say ‘inevery city with over 100.000 inhabitants the 
general law shall be as follows,’ which would 
operate directly upon the citv of St. Louis, and 
only upon the city of St. Louis. Now, where ts 
the diffeultv? We have provided here that the 
Geperal Assembly shall have power to regulate 
those affairs by general law, and we say in our 
scheme te make it clear beyond the possibility of 
doubt that the charter so ratified, ana amend- 
ments which may be made, shall always be in 
harmony with the Constitution and laws of the 
State. The General Assembly ts the only law- 
making power of the Staie, and if they find that 
this scheme does not work well, all they need to 
do ig to pass a general law that. in all cities or 
counties having over 100,000 inhabitants, the law 
shail be so and so, and it will operate directly up- 
on the city and county of St. Louis. I cannot see 
why there can be any controversy about this 
matter.”

TATTOOING IN PUBLIC, 


A Young Lady Having Her Sweetheart’s 
Photograph Pricked oa Her Back. 
New York Cor. Chicago Herald. 


‘Tattooing constantly in the presence of 
spectators’ is the legend upon a banner 
hung upon the outer wall of a Bowery 
museum. Below the legend is a group of 
short-skirted women contemplating a man 
recumbent at their feet. Tipping the 
requisite dime, a reporter entered the place 
and asked for an explanation. He was di- 
rected to climb a flight of stairs, and found 
himseifinalarge room around which were 
seated a curious collection of freaks of 
nature. The regulation albino, fat girt, ieop- 
ard boy, original Zulu chieftain, Circassian 
lady and stinted dwarf were allthere. In 
ope corner of the room was found 
the object of the reporter's search. 
A young, stoutly builé man, was stand- 
ing and shivering there. He was dressed up 
for the occasion by being undressed as much 
as possibie.{Upon his bare skin were the evi- 
dences of the tattooer’s skill. The stout 
young man’s neck was encircled by stars. 
Upon his arms were pricked various scenes 
trom the crucifixion of Christ, according to 
recognized paintings. Across the breast was 
the incomplete copy of De Vince’s “‘last sup- 
per.” His right thigh was covered with the 
“descent from the cross.” The left thigh 
had a peculiar companion piece in the figures 
of a little girl standing upon a rock in the 
middle of a stream fishing, and that of a bal- 
let dancer upon a globe. 

“Tl have been doing this kind of work,” 
said the Professor, who looked more like a 
laboring man than an artist, ‘‘for ten years. 
I have tattooed seventeen people who are 
upon exhibition. in this country and Austra- 
lia. The designs upon all ot them are the 
same in the end. Coats-of-arms, shields, 
flags and the like are the regulation designs. 
[am taking a new departure with this one. 
lam making him a religious subject.” 

“IT thought most all of these people were 
caught by Indians and Tartars and tattooed 
as a means of torture.” 

“So they are—l am the wild Indian and 
Tartar.” 

‘“‘How about the original Costentenus?” 

“Well, it’s a fact that he was tattooed by 
the Tartars, but how it happened to be done 
has never been told right. He was caught in 
Tartary stealing shawls, and they tattooed 
stripes upon him.” ‘ 

“l’ve had,” continued the Professor, 
“some of the nicest ladies in New York come 
to me to be tattooed. Some of them have 
their lovers’ names pricked upon their arms. 
Sometimes they are taken by a verse of 
poetry and have that pricked in. Lots of 
them have garters pricked in with fancy 
bow-knots on the sides. I had one young 
lady come to me last else: She wore a 
heavy veil and wouldn’t take it off. She had 
a photograph of a good-looking young fel- 
low, and she wanted it pricked in just below 
the neck. You can’t prick in a photograph 
small and have it look anything like, because 
you can’t keep the ink from running a little. 
So I told her there wouldn’t be roow to prick 
itin there. She asked me if I had a place 
where she could fix herself, and I took ber 
into my wife’s room. Ina few minutes she 
came out again, with her veil on, but her 
back was bared. ‘Put it on there,’ she said, 
and I did so. I had been working about an 
hour when she became sort of still like, and 
I found she had fainted. I called in my wife 
to bring her to, and then went ahead. It 
took me nearly four hours to do the job, but 
it was a good one. I never saw her face, and 
don’t know to this day who she is, I suppose 
she uses two mirrors now. The tattooing is 
done .with eight or ten of the finest cambrie 
neeales, bound together and ground fiat 
upon the sides till they are as ohare as 
razors. The needies,are dipped in Chinese 
inks and then are itserted rapidly tity 
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the skin. Once done, it can never wholly 
removed. led 
blistering, but the yctnale 4 matter is in the 
flesh, and will show through forever.”

“How’s commercial! business in the indian 
Territory?” a gentleman asked of Col, Bill 


Muley. 

“Well, it wasn’t very encouraging when I 
left there.” i 
“When do tn expect to return ? 

“I don’t think I shall go back, 

“Did you sell out your stock ? | 

“Well, I’ll tell you how the whole_ thing 
was. Yousee, | was told that the Indian 
Territory was the best ge in, the world to 
start a country store. prominent man told 
me that if I would only goup there with a 
lot of red calico and a few pecks of brass 
ear-rings and a general assortment of trink-, 
ets, that I would soon get rich, I took his 
advice, confound him, and invested ail the 
money I possessed as he directed. I built a 
log cabin in the woods near a road and 
opened up my stock. I had secured a per- 
mit to carry on business and I felt assured 
that I would havea thriving trade. My ad- 
viser lived a short distance away, and would 
occasionally come over and give me advice. I 
remained two weeks and nut a single Indian 
did I see. . : 
‘““*Where is my trade to come from?’ I 
asked of my friend. 

** “Oh, it wili come along afterawhile. You 
see, the busy season hasn’t opened yet.’ 

*“] changed my goods around to keep my-- 
self employed. #I'wo more weeks passed 
and not a single customer. I went again to 
my friend and expressed some little dissatis- 
faction. 

***¥You are the most impatient fellow I 
ever saw,’ he said. ‘Didn’t 1 tell you that 
the busy season had not opened?” 

“*Yes, you to!d me that.’ 

**And it hasn’t opened?” 

***l believe not.’ 

“*Then, you see, I have told you the 
truth. When a man telis you the truth, 
stick to him.’ 

“l went away and changed my goods 
around. Two more weeks passed, Not a 
single customer. 

***Look here,’ I said to my friend one day, 
‘I don’t believe that there are any Indians in 
this blasted neighborhood.’ 

‘I see that you are still impatient, but 
the busy season will soon be here. Then 
you will be glad that you took my advice. 
The Indians are a peculiar people. You 
must gain their confidence before you can se- 
cure their trade.’ 

** ‘But how the deuce am I to gain their con- 
fidence when J haven’t seen any of them?” 
‘“**Haven’t you got a drummer out?’ 

**No. You never said anything to me 
about a drummer.’ 

***] hope you don’t expect to relv solely on 
me. Ithought you were a business man. 
My son is an excellent drummer, and you'd 
better send him among the tribes. It won’t 
do for you to go yourself, for the Indians are 
a peculiar people. An active time is in store 
for you when the busy season opens.’ 

“T employed my friend’s son and sent him 
out. After an absence of about two weeks 
he returned with the information that Long 
Horn, the chief, would visit me and do the 
trading for his tribe. 

‘***The business season is opening,’ said 
my friend. ‘When the chief comes he will 
offer you deer hides for your stock. 1 will 
pay you handsomely for every deer hide you 
bring me and by that means business will 
boom. Don’t be anyways backward in de- 
manding a large number of hides, for as you 
have gained the old chief’s confidence you 
can work him with great freedom. He will 
not bring the hides with him, but trust to his 
honesty and everything will be all right, 
The business season, We May now conclude, 
has fairly opened.’ 

“The opening of the business season was 
to me very much like the opening of a cent- 
ury plant, but I could not refrain from con- 
gratulating myseif on my success. At last 
the old chief came attended by five young 
Indians with ponies. He looked at my stock 
and asked the price. 1 was not modest. | 
told him that I would take two thousand 
deer hides. He agreed and told me that he 
would give me the hides and that 1 must 
come to the camp the next day. My entire 
stock was thus disposed of, and my friend 
had said he would give me two dollarsa 
piece for the hides. Two thousand dollafts 
on an investment of one thousand was not 
bad and again I congratulated myself. 

‘‘Next day I mounted a horse and rode to 
the old chief's camp. He welcomed me 
warmly, and after a few moments’ conver- 
sation said that he would show me the 
hides. We mounted our horses and I fol- 
lowed the old fellow for several miles in the 
direction of what I took to be the store- 
house.

“RUSSIAN BILL.” 


How a Count From St, Petersburg 
Was Lynched in New Mexico. 
From the New York Times. 


His looks would have attracted attention 
anywhere, but dressed in the fancy cowboy 
garb he was particularly noticeable. His 
clearly cut features,long,drooping mustache, 
and state blonde hair, which feliin euris on 
his shoulders made Russian Bill an object of 
special interest to strangers. Three years 
ago, when the writer first saw him, Russian 
Bill was known through Southwestern New 
Mexico as one of the San Simon “rustlers,” 
a gang of thirty or rey outlaws that made 
veriodical raids through Western Arizona, 
Northern Mexico and Southern New Mex- 
ico, stealing cattle and horses and driving 
them to San Simon valley, where they were 
kept until an opportunity offered itself to 
dispose of them. When not otherwise en- 
gaged the “rustiers’’ sought amusement in 
the frontier towns and held the inhabitants 
in a state of terror by their deeds of reckless 
daring. Russian Bill wasa man of good 
education ; he spoke four languages fluently 
and delighted whenever opportunity offered 
in discussing literature, science or art. Of 
1is past nothing was known, save that 
he was from Russia, and, as it would have 
been resented as an insult by any of the 
“rustierX.to have asked questions aboui so 
delicate a stibject, no one attempted to dis- 
cover who a man of such mentai attainments 
had joined a band of outlaws, 

No ctimes outside of catile-stealing were 
knewn to have been committed by Russian 
Bill, but the man himself claimed to have 
“kilied his man” on several occasions. His 
best friend, Curly Bull, the leader of the 
rustlers, denied these statements as vain 
boasis.. Curly Bill himself was known as 
the most desperate member of the band. 
Eight murders were positively laid at his 
door, While he himself boasted of having 
killed thirty-two men. He often said that 
the only time he was ever arrested was when 
be killed Marshal White of Tombstone, 
Arizona. The jury in that case was afraid 
toconviet him, and he was acquitted, al- 
though his only plea in self-defense was that 
his revolver would not remain cocked, and 
when he pulled back the hammer to frighten 
the officer it came down without any pres- 
sure on the trigger. Russian Bill’s chief 
boast, however, was that he held complete 
power over Curly Bill, and could prevent 
the latter from shooting if hechose. His 
reputation was not that of a “bad man,” 
but of being a braggart, whose heart was 
— kind, and whose courage was doubt- 

ul. 
About two years ago the residents of 
Shakspeare, New Mexico, resolved to free 
themselves of the rough element that had 
for a long time ruled that piace. A vigilance 
committee was formed and resolutions were 
passed that all of the resident bad characters 
should leave inside of twenty-four hours, 
and that the first mother’s son who came in 
should be hanged. The next morning twelve 
men were asked to leave, and when Russian 
Bill arrived in town acouple of days later, 
accompanied by another rustler named Sandy 
King, the citizens decided that the two men 
should die as an example to their companions 
incrime. Accordingly, at about midnight, 
a dozen men entered the room of the Strat- 
ford Hotel occupied by the rustlers. Before 
Sandy King and Russian Bill could offer any 
resistance they were tied securely, ropes 
were thrown over the beam above their beds, 
and they were pulled up and left hanging 
until they were dead. The next morning a 
coroner’s jury heid an my noe and brought 
in a verdict that the men had committed sui- 
cide by hanging. 

A short time ago the sheriff of Grant 
County, New Mexico, received a letter from 
the American consul at St. Petersburg, say- 
ing that the Countess Telfnin was very 
anxious to learn the whereabouts of her 
son, who had been banished for polltical 
reasons, but who possessed large estates. 
The letter inclosed a photograph of Russian 
Bill. Word was sent that the Count had 
ecmmitted suicide at Shakspeare two years 
ago, and the true facts were kept from the 
knowledge of his mother.
